APPEALING FHOH THE BALLOT. 
Sbcrlir Relnbnrdt To Be Counted Out In 
Jersey City—The Ring Determined To 
Oast Him. 
The Board of Canvassers of Hudson county. New 
Jersey, 
met 
at 
tbe County Court House 
In Jersey City yesterday and proceeded to 
canvass tbe votes cast at the lato election. As It 
was rumored that an attem pt wonla be made to 
count out Sheriff Reinhardt at all hazards aud de­ 
clare William Van Rearen, the Hackensack dock 
candioate, tno regularly elected Sheriffthere was a 
large attendance, and no little excitement pre­ 
vailed. 
The summing up of the returns went along 
smoothly till the secretaries read the returns fiom 
the Sixth precinct of the Second district, and It 
was moved that rho retnrns be rejected on account 
of some Iniornialltles. After a stormy discussion 
the motion was adopted, and the excitement 
among the spectators increased. This precinct 
Is almost entirely democratic, and it gave 
Reinhardt 20fl majority. The alleged Informalities 
can be briefly explained. 'Hie Police Commis­ 
sioners neglected to send the ballot box to the 
polliug place at the regular time, and the judges 
received the ballots la a tin Ih>x. 
When the 
proper box arrived the ballots were cast Into It in 
presence of the judges, supervisors, raarshnls and 
spectators, and the retnrns were certified in the 
manner proscribed by law. 
That the action of tho Board In throwing out 
these returns Is only a subterfuge Is evident from 
the facts that no returns from a republican district 
were tampered with; that Reinhardt Incurred the 
deadly hostility of the Ring when the corrupt 
municipal officials were Indicated last Spring; that 
the prominent members of the Ring declare they 
will oust Reinhardt at all hazards, and that in- 
formallilos In the returns affecting his opponent. 
Van Keuran, were glossed over uy the Board of 
Canvassers aud the returns accepted. For In­ 
stance, In the Seventh precinct of the Third dls- 
trlct 360 votes were cast for Van Keuren to 241 
for Reinhardt, but the retnrus In the case of Van 
Keuren were characterized by an Important omLs- 
slon. The words “For Sheriff.” did not appear, 
and the Supervisor made a note of tho fact. Yet 
the returns were received by a vote of tbe Hoard. 
It Is alleged that on several ballots the names 
of John Reinhardt for Sherlfl and Jacob Reinhardt 
lor Coroner were confounded, and If this prove to 
have been tho case the majority for Sheriff will be 
stm further reduced. The majority conceded to 
Reinhardt is 4U7. and this Is ¡cssened to 261 
by ten votes thrown out yesterday. The 
Board adjourned to meet to-morrow, wheii 
It Is supposed the counting out process will be re­ 
sumed. According to law the Sheriff must qualify 
on Tuesday next, so that there Is uo time to be 
lost. The King have sot tlielr career upon this cast, 
and there is every probabluty they will stand the 
hazard of the die.

There are councils In All tho wards of the o»^/. 
whose meetings are usually very secret, none 
being permitted to participate except those who 
are believed to be In foil accord with the objects of 
the organization. 
Last evening one of these councils—that of the 
Eighteenth ward—met In Oriental Hall, In 
Eighteenth street, near Third avenue. With the 
aid of a policeman tho H erald reporter found the 
entrance to what is known as oriental Hall, and,

Mr. Falconer declared that it 
was the programme of the reformers to 
have the Legislature separate, the county election 
from those of the Htate and nation, and to bold it 
in April of each year, the better to control the city. 
The first election under this new plan would be a 
year ftom next April. Ho was followed by Mr. 
Judder, who urged an Immediate reorganization 
and enrolment of all reformers, and declared 
that the Committee of Seventy had com­ 
mitted some grave errors, which they must 
avoid In the future. Among tbe singular state­ 
ments made by Mr. Falconer was the assertion, on 
the authority of a Mr. Beers, tnat owing to the 
party treason of some of the Seventy the tickets 
of James O’Brien and other objectionable characters 
were run out ol tlielr boxes.

On the 16th of October Mrs. Virginia L. Minor, of 
this city, applied at one of tho registering offices to 
be registered as a voter, and her request was re­ 
fused on the ground that the constitution of Mis­ 
souri provides that male citizens only are entitled 
to vote. To-dap Mrs. Minor, joined by her husband, 
as the law requires, began a suit in the Circuit 
Court against Reese Happersett, the Registrar, 
claiming damages In the sum of $lo,ooo. The plain­ 
tiff, in her petition, protests against the decision of 
the Registrar, declares that the constitution of 
Missouri Is In confitct with the constitution of tbe 
United .‘States, and cites several sections thereof, 
especially the fourteenth amendment, to sub- 
stuntiato her claim to citizenship.

JOlRNiLISTIC COURTESIES OF 11 IHPORT- 
ED lEWSPlPER EDITOR. 


(From our English Contemporary.] 
When Tammany was at the height of Its power 
the New York H e r a iji was the most servile of Its 
toadies and the most bombastic among its flatter­ 
ers. 
Even Its rat-like Instinct of deserting a 
doomed ship was not sufficient to save It from the 
folly of defenillng the King after their crimes were 
clearly brought home to them and of suppressing 
tne crusMng proofs of their guilt. The general 
pnbUc may have underrated the stupidity of the 
H e r a l d ; nobody ever found It possible to under­ 
estimate Its impudence. It, therefore, excited no 
surprise when, after the doom of tbe Ring had long 
been sealed. Its quondam ally suddenly discovered 
that It had all along opposed Tammany, and hail, 
In fact, been the chief Instrument in effecting the 
triumph of reform.

T H E A L L E G E D JVTURDERER. 


He is Oommitted to Await the Besnlt ot 
the Ooroner’s Inquest.

The mystery surrounding tbe loU'st Boston hor> 
ror, wherein the body of a man chopped In pieoca 
waa fouud packed in two barrels and floating In 
Charles River, 'has been solved at last. Tho 
murdered man 
was 
Abijah Ellis, a weU- 
known speculator, and 
tho 
alleged 
mur­ 
derer, who was 
arrested 
this 
afternoon, 
is Leavitt Alley, a teamster on Washington 
street. 
He is over fifty years of age. Within 
the casks was a large quantity of shavings and 
horse manure; the shavings wore of a character 
similar to those which are used In tho manofsc- 
ture of billiard tablc.s, and tbe manure scorned to 
evidence that tho crime was commuted In a stable, 
and that the shavings had been procured for the 
purpose of bedding down the horses. 
TUB KIRST CLUB DISCOVERED 
Further search revealed the presence of a billiard 
pocket, much out of repair, and a tattered piece 
of coarse brown wrapping paper, lettered in mark­ 
ing Ink, 
“M. 
Schouler, 
1,049 Washington 
street.” 
Putting this and that together, 
the officers visited tho establishment of Mr. 
Schouler, and learned that he had In his employ a 
teamster named Leavitt Alley, who had been in thef 
habit of carting away the shavings from the estab- 
llshraent for use at his stable. Mr. AUoy wan 
at once placed uuder the surveillance of tbe police. 
BLOOD SPOTS IN THE QTABLB. 
Thus matters stood until last night, when a visit 
was made to the stable occupied by Mr. Alley, on 
Hunneman street, and a rigid investigation was 
commenced. With a dark lantern In hand tho 
officers explored every nook and corner of the 
rickety structure, until ss they reached the 
north side a startling discovery was made. 
Tho Bide of 
the building for a 
space 
extending about four feet in length, and fully that 
distance ftom the floor up was fouud to be spat­ 
tered with blood. Near the floor the olots were 
large, growing smaller as they went upwards, 
as If they had spurted fToru a recumbent 
body. Un one of the posts waa a large 
clot of gore, perhaps as large as the end of 
a man’s thumb, which had dried on tbe wood. 
PUcs of manure and wood shavings were collected 
In the locality. Tho blood was takeq to a chemist 
and analyzed, proving conclusively that It came 
from a human body. Alloy’s olothcs have been ex­ 
amined aud show large blood status, which fact, 
taken In connection with tho others, leave no rea­ 
sonable doubt of guilt. 
THEORY OK THE HORRIBLE CRIME. 
I give the theory of the crime, which seems n o ^ 
well established. 
Mr. Ellis was a creditor of Mr. Alley, and tho 
latter had been owing money for some time. Tho 
delay In payment vexed Mr. Ellis greatly, and ho 
was very free In bis expressions of discontent. Un 
Monday last he publicly announced his Intention to 
get the money as soon as possible. He waa seen dur- 
lug Tuesday, and for the last time alive, at half-pasc 
seven o’clock, proceeding rapidly up Washington 
street In the (llrection of Alloy’s house. The pre­ 
sumption Is that while on his way he remembered 
that that was about the usual hour for Mr. 
Alley to put up Ills horses, and be thcreforo 
changed his course towards tho stable. Find­ 
ing Alley there also Mr. Kills 
probably 
spoko to him harshly concerning the m atter 
and un altcrcutiun cuaued, resulting in the murder. 
Alley then. It Is presumed, unassisted chopped tha 
body Into Iragments, packed and carried It away. 
This Is tho theory now m ustia vogue, and It seems 
reasonable to believe no more coiivliiciug chain o/ 
circumstantial evidence could bo gotten together 
at such short notice, lor all scorns to point cou- 
cluBlvcly to the guilty num. 
AT THE SCENE OK THE TRAOEDY. 
A Visit to the stable whero the crime was nn* 
doubtedly comuiitted revealed a shocking state ol 
affiiirs. If for no other crime. Alley could certainly 
lie convicted of cruelty to auiuials for keeping bis 
horses In such a pUcc. The structure looka 
as 
If 
It 
coulif hardly 
stand 
a 
light 
breeze. It is 
built of old lioards without 
sheathing, 
and the 
cracks between them 
are in some cases two Inches apart. The wlud 
whistles through these crevices, and there must 
have been no little suffering occasumcd by such 
neglect. 
Four gaunt, 
bony horses gnawed 
away at their mangers this morning, look­ 
ing as If they had 
never beeu half fed, 
ani exhibiting strong prools that the woo<l 
of their managers hud beeu their only sustenance 
lo-day. They whimpered sorruwlully, as If half con­ 
scious of tli«'.jUHeovery of the dreadful scene wblclt 
hud been enilted in their midst, and cast appealing 
looks 
at 
the 
few 
visitors 
who 
were 
allowed to gain admittance. The stable floor was 
littered with dirt, and the whole catabllshroeDL 
seemetl as If It were on Its last legs. Tho manure 
heap was raked over again this morning, and It la 
said that several 
SMALL PIECES OP Kl.ESH 
were fonnd near the spot where the murder wa* 
committed. 
The alleged murderer, Leavitt Alley, Is a large, 
tlilck-sct man, of medium height and stout. His 
bead Is partially bald, like that of the man who is 
supposed to be his victim, and lie wears a long 
whisker on his chlii which has evidently 
been died black, although originally of a 
gray color. As ho sat in the ofllcu of the 
CTdof of Police for tlirco long hours his coun­ 
tenance bore an appearance of ImperturbabMlty, 
although at times he hlil his face in his hands 
and seemed deeply moved. Nothing In his de­ 
meanor, however, seemed to Indicate that ho was 
guilty of tho dreadful crime with which he Is 
charged. He reuialued quietly In Ids chair, buo 
conversed with nobody except Hie officers, and 
with them only to a slight degree. 
I.KAVITT AI.I.KY COMMIITEP. 
Alley was fully comuiitted this afternoon to awaiG 
the result of the Inquest Into the death of Abljali 
Kills. Barrett, tho other suspected party, had ii« 
coiinectlun with the murder. Alley had recently 
moved Into a house he had purchased of Kills, and 
oived the latter money overdue, which is probabl/ 
one of the motives of the murder. Alley reserves

For a t least 3,ooc years they were a chosen and a 
holy people. Tno tre a a .io of Christianity, the pro­ 
phetic proof of our religion, wan their glit to ns; It 
was they who hnndod oown to Chrlt-lian genera­ 
tions the Bible w ith Its priceless siore ol historien 
proof. It was they who kept alive the splriiuallsUo 
idea of one supremo GwI through centuries of 
heathen aberrations and sensual degradations; It 
was even they who, according to aomo authorities, 
held In secret the belief of the dogma of the 1'rlnlty. 
The com m andm ents oi the moral law were kept by 
them , and the lulringcm ent ot such oommand- 
m cuts punlslicd among them, as they wore In no 
other eoontry or nation, whether clvlllzod India, 
reOnod 
Greece or patriotic Home. 
Woman’s 
honor w as sacred, m an’s »»ord reliable among 
them ; while rigid as was tnelr code of draconian 
m orality, their Intense commerolal abilities are re­ 
vealed in the wise piTcepta and sbiew d m axims 
given in tiie books oi I’rovurbs and Bccleaiasiicus. 
The lime canio when ruin overtook them through 
unbelief, and oven this unbelief was due to a mo­ 
tive which lew can retuae to eonslder nnpardon- 
ablc—tlieir patriutism . Tboy were blind to auy re­ 
generation wbioh did not Iroe ibolr country and 
restore their Indopendenoo. How bitterly they 
have suffered prophecy sorrowiuhy loretold and 
history laitbiully records. But history, and oon- 
tem poraueous history, tells more. 
It tells how 
bravely they have sutvered, how uult«dly thoyliavo 
acted. They have accepted the destiny tliruat 
upon them and have made the best ol it. 
What 
other race has stood, or could liave stood, against 
such persecution r No doubt It wa« a onrse th at 
rested ontliom ; b u t liuwpatiently have they turned 
the curse Into a profit if not a blessing r The human 
raoe, Jew s and (¡cnUles, are «iso under a curse. 
“ Cursed is the earth In thy w ork: with lalior and 
toil Shalt thou oat tliureof ail the days of tliy Uie. 
In th e sw eat oi thy lace shall thou ea t bread." 
• * • If Chrisuans under this single corse of 
labor had shown the like peraeveranoe, bravery 
and hopefuluesa which the Jews have displayed 
under their d ark curse of labor and perpetual 
exile, the world wonld be more olvlUzed and more 
advanced than It is a t present. 
The TabUit cannot bear oven to let the Jews have 
the purely temporal m erit of tlielr acconiplisli- 
mcnta. “ They excel," It says, “ In several of the 
arts, especially music, which, however, u the luast 
intellociual of aU the arts." 1 think th is U a la c t 
which will be now to many, particularly to th at 
nation, confessedly the least sensuallatlo and the 
most transoendeutal in Europe, whloh has made 
music izVwUcuTMf) alm ost lU national synonym. 
Another sin laid to the door of the Jew s U th at 
“thoir commercial abiuty gives them a dispropor­ 
tionate share of the trade, large and small, of the 
states where they settle,^’ If this statem ent has 
been printed In an American paper and directed 
against the foreign popnlation of the Dnion, the 
tublet wonld doubtless have cried shame upon it for 
a Know-Nothing llbol, Bnl we all know the story 
of the “beam and the m ole." If the Jew s’ share 
In business Is disproportionate, whose lanit Is th atr 
An unprejudiced person would probably reply, 
“That of tho la z j^ r supine popnlation whoso energy 
Is not Huflloient to create com petition.” "Whore 
there is a will there Is a w ar." The Jew s had and 
have the will, and they found a way. To all others 
we say, "Go thou and do likuwisu." 
Usury is a common accusation against Jews. We 
will suppose, for argum ent’s sake, th at there are 
neither usurers nor any other kind of swindlers 
, among Christians. There Is a distinct promise In 
the Hook of Deuteronomy (xv., 0) to this oilhct— 
“ Thou Shalt lend unto many nations, and thou shalt 
borrow of no m an." In num berless other places In 
the UId Testam ent the claiming of an exorbitant 
rate of Interest, f. e., osury, Is forbidden. 
But 
other tex ts distinguish between the enslaving or 
oppressing In any way of Hebrews and of aliens. 
In those days these restrictions had a divine m ean­ 
ing, wliich they have now lo st The Jews, how­ 
ever, still believe In their present call, still look 
upon them selves as unchanged In every respect 
from the chosen people ol the Old TesU meut, and 
naturally still consider tliose promises and restric­ 
tions to be as applicabio to their dealings now as 
tlien. Although this hypothesis is almost sulBclent, 
It Is not the only one on which they can rest their 
excuses If from time to time they have Indulged in 
“ sharp pracUce." 
The other one Is th ls-sclf- 
dcfence. 
A 
simple 
plea. 
Indeed, 
and 
ohe 
which In Christian America and modern tim es has 
come to bo a very general, a very well understood 
and a very convenient one. In earlier days tho 
Jews were persecuted by Christian governm ents. 
The TabUi will hardly deny that, unless persecu­ 
tion is to go by a milder name when directed 
agulnsi any imt the Tablet's co-rollglonlsts. The 
Jews naturally—ju d more naturally in those wild, 
lawless times than now -w ished lor revengo. 
They were not of the “ religion of peace;" they did 
not profess to tu rn the other cheek to the buifctcr 
who bad once already struck th em ; they were not 
disciples of Him who bade us lorglvo until s< vcuty 
times seven, and tbclr code, be It remembered, de­ 
manded au “eye ior an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth." They liad only one m eans by wlilch to hit 
tliclr enemies hard. This was money. They knew 
It and acted accordingly. In sclf-dclcnce they gavo 
and withheld money as they pleased, and the galled 
persecutors felt the persecution recoil on tlicin- 
selves. if ChrUtians can find os reasonable an ex ­ 
cuse lor aU their abuses of authority let them 
say so. 
As men became less savage the Jew s were more 
or less better treated. Christian and Jew In mod­ 
em times liave coalesced in the in terest of the na­ 
tions of which they were citizens. For protection 
and equality of rlghU the Jew returns financial 
support and cordial co-operation with tho law. Far 
from being a revolutlonUt, the Jew Is actually con­ 
servative, for he has a stake, a position, a future to 
protect, whereas the rowdy, the Coiumunlst, has 
none. 
And now one word more. I have said these 
things because 1 think Intolerance the blackest sin 
01 which the human mind is capable. It leaus to 
excesses, hatreds, iccllngs utterly at variance with 
the Cospel law, and It tarnishes tho fame of the re­ 
ligion to which those who nourish these feelings 
belong. 
Truth needs no Intolerance to uphold 
her. 
To the intolerant she has but one rem ark 
to make—"Save me from 
my 
irieuds." 
The 
Catholic Church Is a Church 
planted by the 
God-martyr of 
Calvary and 
lostered by 
the 
blood ol many generations of patient m artyrs. 
When one of her members or organs stoops to in­ 
tolerance he directly defies the teaching of his 
Cburcii. As to the Hebrew race In particular, 
from whose religion has sprung the now and com­ 
plete revolution, which Is our InUeritance, It 
should be sorrowlUUy dear to us. Jesus Christ was 
of Hebrew blood, born oi a Hebrew m other and 
nurtured amid Hobfew rllcA 
He preacned the 
Gospel first to the Hebrews, He wept over the 
destruction of Jernsalcm , He chose Hebrews for 
His apo.stles, and we nowhere see th at he cursed 
or denounced His race and people. Bring a perlect 
man, lie was necessarily patriotic: yet being God, 
He knew the m iserable future. 
He did not rejoice, 
but weep over that luture. Let Ills followers in 
other things follow His exam ple In this, and. In 
other wonls, let them remem ber the advice He 
Himself once gave to the Incensed Pharisees, when 
He said, “ Let be th at Is guiltless cast the first 
stone."

merly granted by Kings and Emperors, showing 
what an art-loving RepubUc can do even In Its in- 
teicy. It gives Ukewlse to the anireprencur—the 
Opera House—Its scenery, coatnmes an<. appoint­ 
ments, and yet, with all these advantages, the only 
artist of celebrity there Is M. Faure, the bari­ 
tone. The Italian opera in Parts la In a still lower 
eoBdltlon, for there la not even one “star” artist In 
the troupe, and owing to constant bad business 
the Salle Ventadonr Is expected shortly to close. 
PRICB8 IN PARIS. 
The charge for reserved seate at both those opera 
houses is flxteen francs and upwards, according to 
demand. 
OFIRA IN BERLIN. 
At Berlin the grand German opera belongs to the 
government. 
No expense Is spared, but owing to 
tbe dearth of good singers the annual loss ranges 
from one hundred thousand to two hundred thou­ 
sand Prussian thalers. 
Mme. Pauline Lucca seeks 
her fortune elsewhere, and Mme. MaUlnger wUl 
shortly fbUow her. Herr Niemann, the tenor, once 
n first class artist. Is growing old, and Incurably 
addicted to Richard Wagner's mnslc at the expense 
of whatever voice remains to him. 
Herr Betz, the 
baritone, Is the only thoroughly competent singer 
left. 
The orchestra and chorus of the Berlin opera 
are superb, but as the members of both are en­ 
gaged for life, and entitled to a pension after a cer­ 
tain number of years’ service, they have no desire 
to leave the Prussian capital.

Prussian thalers. 
OPERA IN VIENNA. 
At Vienna the opera is likewise a government 
■peouUtlon. Formerly It was one of the first opera 
houses In the world, but a t this moment, owing to 
the dearth of good singers, from a numerous com­ 
pany there are but two performers, the tenor 
Walter and the young American prima donna. Miss 
Iflnnie Hanck, to sustain the reputation of an 
establishment where such artists as Schroeder 
Devrlent, Jenny Lntzer, Ungher, Helnefelter, Van 
Hasselt Barth, Tltlens, Wild, Standlgal, Formes 
and Draxler for German opera, with Frazzolini, 
Lablaehe, Tambnrlni, Vareai, Ronconl, BadlaU and 
Bnbim for ItaUan opera, were the attractions in 
bygone years. As at Berlin, the orchestra and 
enorus are magnificent, but the members being 
also engaged for Ufe, with the certainty of a pen- 
mon in their detuning ^^ara, would never think of 


The new Kamtnerthon Theatre (the opera house 
of Vienna) la one of the most splendid lyno temples 
in Enrope, and the performances there may cer­ 
tainly be praised for excellence of ensemble: out 
owing to the want of a complete company of at­ 
tractive solo singers the yearly deficit averages 
about 160,000 to 200,000 Austrian florins.

OPERA AT ST. PETERS BtIRO AND MOSCOW. 
Italian opera, until the last three years, was en­ 
tirely In the hands of the Imperial government. 
Mow the two theatres are given, free of charge, 
with all their belongings, beside band and chorus, 
at a cost of a mllUon of francs, to an appointed 
director 
under 
government 
control, 
he 
giving the principal artists. Both theatres are 
worked simultaneously with the same company, 
the Moscow opera being the most productive in 
oonscquence of the largeness of the house, in 
which no less than five thousand people can be 
conveniently seated. 
In addition to the aid famished by government 
the manager can count npon an imluense subscrlp- 
Uon at high prices (for a stall the cost Is twelve 
roubles, silver, per representation); and being 
thus enabled to ofltr very tempting terms to sing­ 
ers has become a very formidable competitor In the 
market of operatic art. 
The Emperor, who despotically rules “all the 
Rnsslas,” gave up the Immediate superintendence 
of the lyric drama because, as he said, he “could 
not control tbe singers I ” A lesson for aU man- 
•gers. 
OPERA IN BOTPT. 
The opera at Cairo is the favorite pastime of the 
Khedive, one of the most wealthy men, if not the 
wealthiest. In the world. He recently spent gaoo.ooo 
upon the production of Verdi's Egyptian opera, 
“Alda,” and persisted In playing It constantly to 
empty houses. Money Is evidently no object to 
him, and so he has helped in no small degree to In­ 
crease the financial pretensions of capable artists. 
It Is said that when the monetary result of his sea­ 
son exhibits a loss of about three hundred thousand 
dollars he laughs I 
Incomparable manager I 
M ho 
can contend with such a reckless Crmsusf I can­ 
not give you bis prices, but they appear to be of no 
importance to him and could have Uttle or no bear­ 
ing upon the subject of tlils letter. 
OPERA IN SPAIN. 
The Teatro Real at Madrid receives a liberal gov- 
•rnm ent subvention and there la generally a very 
large subscription; but the want of first class 
alngera Is Iclt there as It Is all over Europe, and 
when they can be obtained extravagant terms are 
given. The Royal opera of Madrid is no longer 
what It was some years back, but yet It pavs, 
thanks to the artistic spirit of the government and 
noblUty, and the manager Is still a troublesome 
tltor for whatever talent there is. Without 


Barcelona, Cadiz and Seville—cities which for­ 
merly were almost on a level with the .Spanish 
metropolis In musical matters—no longer present 
any claims to the attention or operatic speculators. 
OPERA IN ITALY. 
In Italy there are about eighty operaUc theatres 
«pen during the Winter season, where “star” 
artists receive such high terms that extraordinary 
offers must be made to Induce them to go else­ 
where, especially to cross the ocean over three 
thousand miles from home. 
Many of the smaller 
theatres do well at this period of the year, but the 
larger ones. La Bcala at Milan, Nan Carlo at 
Naples, the Fenlce at Venice and the Pergola 
a t Florence, for Instance, when spectacular display 
Is required as well as operatic excellence, are 
rarely sncccsarul in a financial sense, though more 
or less supported by government. 
Nothing approaching a perfect ensemble per­ 
formance can be 
obtained from 
any

company 
at this moment in 
Italy, 
where 
tbe 
“star” 
system 
prevails 
as

almost 
everywhere. 
The 
Turin 
opera 
has

rlormers may be heard whom It would be scarcely 
te to bring to tbe New York Academy of Music. 
M in g Italy generally It may safely bo averred that 
the demand for good singers far exceeds the sup­ 
ply, and that any manager catering for the Amerl- 
ean or any other foreign public, especially li the 
artists bs wanted for a winter season, has to en- 
eonuter almost insurmountable diillcuiUes. With 
respect to the prices at the theatres of Italy they 
vary so much that a list of them would occupy too 
large an amount of your valuable space. 
The opera of Brussels, the provincial operas of 
Belgium, France and Italy, all receive liberal lub- 
veailons from the governments or from the mn- 
luclpalltlcs, besides the free use of tbe tliealres. 
The British metropolis is now the great centre of 
•peiatic art. 
Its mnslcal season Is In Summer, 
while that of Italy, spam, France, Russia, Egypt 
M d Germany is In Winter. Thus the managers ofUcr 
Majesty’s Opera and the Royal Italian opera have ut­ 
tle or no competition to deal with from without, and 
can consequently procure companies at compara­ 
tively small ouUays. 
Italy, Germany. Belgium, 
France, Spain, Egypt, Russia, all give up their 
singers 
about the time at which the great 
lAindon season commences, 
and 
England can 
choose from them at her leisure. With respect to 
instrumentalists it is the same. If wanted they 
can be had every moment from the neighboring 
Continent. Then there are the well-trained native 
chortaters and orohestral performers of the highest

Neither Is there one basso who can be 
placed on a level with any of the female artists 1 
have mentioned. 
THE CBAMMDiO BYSTEM. 
The modern system of “cramming” for certain 
parts and not studying art methodically has 
thrown a mass of onedncated singers upon the 
operatic stage, who. If gifted with good voices and 
a certain amount of musical InstlBct, may perform 
two or three parts very weU and nUerly faU In 
others. Woe bead# the UBhappy manager U he is 
obliged to take the portrayal of one of the parts 
they have “crammed’*^ for as a test of their general 
ablUly, and woe beUde the unhappy singer If he 
come for the first time before the public (especially 
the New York public) in some character for which 
he has not been so prepared. 
Managers must, of 
course, become aware of this at last, and the safest 
thing they can do, after all, is to take singers upon 
their reputation. 
Now, in looking over the list of European 
artists 1 find that all tbe principal members of the 
company performing at the Academy have achieved 
renown In the principal cities of the Old World, and 
are probably the best who were to be had at the 
time they were engaged by tbe Academy manage­ 
ment, which can scarcely be held responsible for a 
system that produces inequality and uncertainty In 
vocalists. 


Perfect ensemble may he expected In opera 
booses where the same performers have been con­ 
stantly playing or singing together for many years, 
and where one opera Is rehearsed and performed 
for several successive months under the direction 
of one person. But In New York it is hardly fair 
to look for It. Every season brings many changes, 
both in the band and chorus. Dlfierent conductors, 
too, are employed, and a largo number of operas

Bible. You aptly remarked, the other day, that the 
Italian opera might become a kind ol “ladies and 
gentlemen’s club” on a very large scale, but I fear, 
sir, that If that “oousummation devoutly to be 
wished” came not until some daring adventurer 
brings over the entire concert garden troupe, 
neither of us wlU be alive to witness It. Consider­ 
ing the present dearth of vocal talent, the large 
demand for It on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
consequently high pretensions of singers, I cannot 
help thinking that the Academy management has on 
the whole done weU—the best that could have been 
done under the circumstances without iucurring 
disastrous results.

At the Academy of Music there Is what, out of 
compliment to the management, is called an Itelian 
opera troupe. It consists of two prime donne, one 
great ex-artlst, one conscientious but passi^ singer, 
several incompetenu, an indlflTerent chorus and 
a by no means satisfactory orchestra. The prime 
donne are Madame Lncca and Miss Kellogg; the 
conscientious singer is Madame Leviclll; tbe great 
artist, who at times recalls the brilliant light of 
other 
days, 
is 
Ronconl; 
the 
incompetents 
are tenor, baritone, base and everybody else. 
For the luxury of hearing this troupe a good-na­ 
tured and not over-critical public Is asked to pay 
$4 a ticket, 
and occasionally pays It. 
Sub­ 
scribers protest against the miserable support 
given to the efficient singers, bnt apparently with 
Uttle effect, for the management, like the Bourbons 
of old, neither learns nor forgets anything. 
Now I ask whether New York, the metropolis of 
America, is not mighty enough to overawe a musi­ 
cal ring which, In Its way, is quite as unworthy 
as that which has disgraced 
us politically? 
Shall wo continue to pay first class prices for 
third rate performances ? Must amateurs and mu­ 
sicians make a journey of three thousand miles in 
order to hear a complete opera completely ren­ 
dered ? A guinea a stall In London means what ? 
Añoem iseenscfne, a magnificent orcnestra, led

^*""?ha*thrIn a name ?” asks the fair Juliet. I re­ 
ply, “ Everything,” or there would be more criti­ 
cism and less fulsome praise of artists who come to 
this country with European reputations. Ameri­ 
cans have not yet learned that there Is as much 
chicanery In operatic art In the Old World as here, 
that managers and their friends are to a great ex­ 
tent able to make or mar whom they please, and 
that It Is quite possible to receive unstinted praise 
from

without 
deserving 
It, 
There 
is 
no 
audience 
In 
the 
world 
as good-natured as that of London. Once a favor­ 
ite, always a favorite, and the passport to favor is 
not

Nhe sung 
the music as it can ouly be sung b> a pure con­ 
tralto voice: she acted as no one else but Vlardot- 
Garcla could act It. Her pantomime In the last act 
was a study; applause greeted every movement; 
her meeting with Fernando was the

of 
passion; 
her

duet was so electric as to Inspire even Brig- 
noli, who acted for the first time In his life, and her 
death scene was worthy of Blstorl. I never saw an 
audience more Impressed. And this was the work 
of an American artist, who to-day Is singing In 
concerts when the only opera troupe la the coun­ 
try is without a competent contralto. 
Again, take Madame Lucca in the rOle of Chern- 
blno. She rushes upon the stage and renders

The lat­ 
ter was beautifully rendered and most deservedly 
encored, although a few of the gods showed their 
appreciation of a pure method by hissing. If Miss 
Kellogg would cultivate a better stage walk, learn 
to stand erect and aim at a round rather than 
an angular action of tbe arms she would overcome 
some of her most glaring deficiencies as an actress. 
Certainly no member of the present opera troupe 
can give her any lessons In the art of singing. 
To discuss Signor Abrnguedo’s Sparapani and 
Conlon wonlu be to waste both time and words. 
Like horses distanced, they are ruled oat of the 
operatic race, and once more 1 ask. Are we to have 
ItaUan opera In New York, or must we alt through 
performances where the scores have been pre­ 
viously mutUated that they may be the more 
readily murdered by so-called artists ?

Mr. Alaretxek’s Com pany and Its Critics. 
To THE Editor of tue H erald:— 
Any person who does not visit the opera regu­ 
larly would be at a loss to form anything like a 
positive Idea of the merits of performances spoken 
of in the various journals of New Y'ork In so con­ 
flicting terms that even those who are regular sub­ 
scribers stand amazed at the monstrons assertions 
which they find it Impossible to reconcile with what 
they have witnessed In the Academy of Music, or, 
indeed, with any theory of musical art. 
Surely one should expect that as the artistic 
taste ofonr public rises the tone of our piibUc criti­ 
cism should rise also; but such Is not the case. Our 
CMettantt seem, on the contrary, to be In advance 
of those who should be tbelr Instructors. 
What BhaU I say, for Instance, when composers 
of the greatest eminence, like Auber, the director 
of the famous Conservatoire de Prance, one of the 
most Important artistic Institutions in the. whole 
world; the favorite pupil of Cherubini, the man 
whom no less an authority than Beethoven hailed 
as the greatest dramatic composer of his time, a 
man acknowledged by all Europe aa one of the 
greatest.musical geniuses—when, of the work of 
such a man, a critic dares to write, “‘Fra Dlavolo’ is 
not worthy even tbe passing attention of an edu­ 
cated musician!” What knowledge of music can such 
a critic have, what can he be expected to teach the 
public, or what can the ailettanti of New York 
think of the same critic when he says, “Gounod has 
written in the church music of ‘Faust’ four bars 
worthy of the ’Grande Duchesso?’ ” Can these four 
bars be pointed out to any musician? Whore are 
they? And wbat an absurd means of abuse to 
quote what does not exist! Another critic dares 
to make his opposition to the only specimen of 
high musical comedy, the very standard work of this 
klnd-M ozart’s “Nozze di Flgaro”-a n d just by the 
way to “Don Giovanni,” one of the few works 
which stood their ground for half a century with 
such lmmcn.se popularity. This critic has at differ­ 
ent occasions shown how well worthy of attention 
his articles are by inserting in the same musical 
terms the meaning of which is evidently qnlte un­ 
known to himself. For Instance, speaking of Rubin­ 
stein, he says:—“He has added to the piano an 
arpeggio.” 
We should like any professional or 
amateur, literary or musical, to come forward and 
tell us what possible sense can be found In this 
phrase, or what It can mean; for any one who knows 
what an arpeggio Is could never have written 
down such a sentence. 
Every amateur, every public organ, showing the 
laudable desire to see musical taste make progress 
in this conntry as It has done In other lands, must 
protest against the great public being misled by 
unwarrantable critics, by untenable opinions 
launched Into the papers with the boldness of 
scribes who prove themselves ignorant in the first 
elments of the art which they profess to teach the 
pubUc. 
Itlsperfpcfly clear that the reader who finds 
the graudest and most perfectly beautiful music 
ever written abused by self-styled judges who com­ 
promise themselves at every moment, ignoring as 
they do even the signification of the simplest musi­ 
cal term known to ever? schoolboy, finds this kind of 
thing very unpalatable, and the question naturally 
arises, What does this opposition a tout prtx 
mean ? Why this attack on everything that science 
and art have held sacred for such a length of time ? 
Is the real question criticising or merely opposing, 
and who are those who thus audaciously set down 
opinions which they are unable to hold, and mnst 
not the unavoidable consequence be to brlnir the 
press Itself Into contempt with all enlightened 
amateurs ? And Is It not high time that the herald, 
to whom the public look as the true exponent of 
every matter ol public Interest, should stay this 
barking of learned and unlearned dogs and show 
clearly where the blame lies, where severe criti­ 
cism Is due, and not allow the abuse of Ignorant 
scribblers to be thrown on composers and per­ 
formers pCle nieie-not for the sake of instructing, 
not m the interest of art, bnt simply for the sake ol 
abusing anything and anybody ? 
The same want of knowledge and tact which 
ortal works has natu- 
ludglng the pe 
?ho are neither

formers by those musical 
musical nor critics. 
Criticism Is necessary and nscfUl Doth to readers 
and artists; but a critic ought at least know what 
be is about. It Is plain that most of them do not 
understand what they are wrlriug, and write care­ 
lessly at bent. For Instance, one passes judgment on 
a tenor for “having made the same mistakes In ‘Don 
Giovanni’ that he did in ‘Fanst’—singing ’11 mlo 
'tesoro' very well—that Is, without a mistake.” That 
Is tantamount to saying that he made the same mis­ 
takes that he did before to sing without a mis­ 
take. Setting entirely apart the musical critic, can 
such a writer be tolerated In an Influential paper? 
Again, he sa y s:-“Mls8 Doria has a pleasant voice 
in certain rrties,” which leads the reader to snp- 
pose that she has got a second voice for uncertain 
r(ttes. 
All these impotent efforts at crtUclsIng show 
nothing but the desire to find fault and tbe utter 
iDcapnclty to judge. 
I must, however, before 
proceeding to give my own opinion on the tronpe 
generally, make one more remark.

Tbe punishment may b« 
hard, but deserved. 
Miss Kellogg, an experienced, well-trained, skll- 
fni singer, with a brilliant, flexible voice and a 
charming sUge appearance. Is an extremely valu­ 
able acquisition, though to bo a perfectly first rate 
singer she lacks richness and fulness of the organ, 
better acting, superiority of Inspiration, and that 
sympatheUc, magnetic charm with which first, rate 
singers of the hlg^hest order attract and Impress 
their audience. That she Is, next to the star of the 
opera, the best acquisition that could bo made. It 
may be said that had to be made, I am able to 
prove. I admit that her method is defecUve, that 
she cuts her phrases, takes very frequently her 
notes en dessouA a dreadful habit; that her upper 
notes from the F upwards, begin to trembling, and 
other little defects which with great core she might 
avoid. For all that she was by no means a bad 
Donna Anna, as some papers would have It, and it 
must be borne In mind that the part Is one of the 
most difficult and must trying ever written. Miss 
Kellogg, who sang the recitatives splendidly—and 
this aloue Is worthy of high commendation—gave 
the air with a thorough appreciation of the great 
composer’s meaning, which la oy no means to be 
underrated. Hhe Is not grand enough for certain 
parts, and has not sufficiently that power of charm­ 
ing her audience which made Nilsson’s Travista 
such an attraction, but Miss Kellogg Is a very de­ 
serving arUst, and, I repeat It, a very valuable 
acquisition. 
One thing the exnotlng critics ought to bear In 
mind—engaging singers Is not entirely, though 
chiefly, a m atter of mouey. At a late hour, when 
the best singers are already engaged, they cannot 
be had at auy price, and If the managers arrived 
In Europe only in May. last year, they wore 
necessarily thus 
prevented from engaging a 
troupe composed of better singers in certain 
parts. 
But U the American public aware of 
the prices which singers ask and of the Iimtte of 
payment, which tbe managers of the Academy of 
Music could not possibly transgress ? If the other 
singers are expected to be on a par with, or at 
least nearly approaching Lucca, their salaries must 
be the same In proportion. And can that be so, 
when a seat Is to be had for $4 In the Academy, 
while in London the regular price Is a guinea, 
nearly doubled 
on Patti’s 
nights, 
Lucca or 
Nilsson nights, that is to say about eleven 
dollars ? In St. 
Petersburg, 
where never a 
“Don Juan” 
was 
given 
with such 
a Zer- 
Uua and Donna Anna the same evening as In 
New York, where the orchestra Is ten degrees be­ 
low the New York orchestra, the regular price is 
twelve silver roubles, or $10. In Parts, where the 
expenses of the Opera are, bon art, mol an, 
1,300,000 franca, tbe receipts never reached 700,uuo 
francs, the subvention paying the rest. But who 
subventions the Academy of Music ? A great num­ 
ber of places are taken away by tbe stockholders, 
who have a right, whether they nse It or not, to be­ 
come competitors, actual rivals In the market of the 
managers to Interfere and advise and Impose en­ 
ds, sometimes cumbersome and annoying; 
where Is the compensation lor the space taken, 
that is for the diminished Income, by those per­ 
sons, who exact a stlil greater outlay ? A great 
outcry has been ralseil against the gentlemen of 
troupe—Abrugnedo, Moriami, Barapanl and 


Moriainl has a good voice, sings well, though 
sometimes In qnestlonable taste (we quote the In­ 
excusable change he makes at the end of the sere­ 
nade) , and, though not up to tbe mark of Don 
Glovauni, a good actor. But who sang and acted 
Don Giovanni well ? We simply say nobody from 
Tamburinl to Bantley, though just these two gen- 
tlcmeu sang the part to perfection. There is, wc 
know It well, one perfect Don Juan—that Is Faure; 
but he Is not to bo had until next season, and then 
perhaps the very least he would take would ho 
$60,000 gold. 
Are the subscribers willing to In­ 
crease In proportion to the number of great singers 
they demand, the sum of their subscrlptiou V 
Then there come Vlzzani and Abrugnedo. These 
two gentlemen have roused the anger of critics 
and others on anything but reasonable ground. 
Abrugnedo has got a good voice, which he 
showed at the general rehearsal of the “Afrlcalnc,” 
though sickness, which In this season catches men 
and horses, as a matter of course, has prevented 
him from showing the full power of his means 
before the public. It is but fair to allow him to do 
80, and to judge him then. 
Signor Vlzzani has neither a great voice, nor Is 
he an extraordinary singer; but far from being 
bad, bis Italian pronunciation and true emission, 
singing always In tune, with a commendable knowl­ 
edge of music, make him an agreeable singer.

Hparapanl has got a warm, sympathetic voice, 
Bings well, must Improve In acting and particu­ 
larly In pluck before the public, who arc so gener­ 
ous and hospitable lu America that he really uecd 
not be so frightened before them. 
Jamet Is a good singer, with a frank, clear, full 
voice, sings Italian well, though he might some­ 
times mind his words more carefully. 
He acts 
well, too well In some Instances, for he makes too 
much lun as Leporello, who Is a ridiculous coward, 
who ought to make the public laugh at Ids expense 
and not laugh at it himself. In other parts Mon­ 
sieur Jamot baa proved himself a conscientious, 
usefol, talented artist. 
Mile. Sanz has suffered, as la generallv known, 
from a severe attack of diphtheria, and has but 
within these last days sufficiently recovered to 
show that she possesses a fUll, thick, warm, true 
contralto voice of rare volume and timbre. Her 
Spanish blood warms occasionally to a true Intense 
dramatic feeling, and we maintain that there Is no 
Euroncan theatre that oun boast of poasesslng a 
better contralto. 
I would have much to say about Lncca, hut she 
cauDot be spoken of in a few words, and the limits 
of this article don’t allow me to give the space 
due to the

Is necessary to make them so. That leaders like 
Mr. Carlberg, who swing the arms round through 
the air lu ste d of marking a determined, decisive 
beat; who follow Instead of commanding the time 
of the hand; that such men, in fact, who have not 
one of the numberless qualities requisite to make a 
good leader, won't improve the ensemble of chorus 
and orchestra Is perfectly certain. Bands, like 
armies, are made by their leaders. Mr. Maretzek, 
an experienced musician, an excellent leader, lull 
of energy (too fnll sometimes for certain move­ 
ments), and having his eye on ever/ singer and on 
every Instrument at the moment ot entree, "Is the 
right man in the right place.”

Imposing Ceremony at the Convent of Merey in 
East Houston Street-Two Young Ladies 
Beceive the White Veil and Two 
Others Beceive the Black VeU 
and the Blessed Bing. 


The fortunate possessor of the Uny card bearing 
the Inscription “ Ceremony of Reception and Ifro- 
feasion at the Convent of Mercy, nine A. M., Novem­

By tho provisions of section 7, chapter 872, of tho 
Laws of 1872, ‘-All the powers and fnnctlons here­ 
tofore possessed by tho 
Department of Public 
Parks in rolstlon to the Boulevard (road or public 
drive), streets and avenues above Plfty-nlnth street 
not embraced within the llmlU of any park or 
public place, and ail provisions of law conferring 
powers and devolving duties upon the Department 
of Public Parks In relation thereto, are hereby trans­ 
ferred to and conferred upon the said Department of 
Public Works.” On the 6th Jnne a communication 
wrs received by tho Commissioner of Works from 
the Department of Parks, stating that the Presi­ 
dent of that department had li^en Informed that 
the Governor had approved tho bill transferring 
the works of roads, Ac., aliove Fllty-nlnth street 
to the Department of Works, and desiring to be In­ 
formed officially If such was the case, that he might 
be governed In tho m atter of supplies. Tho Com-

Speed was the result de-' 
sired, and this was duly Impressed upon Mr. Steers,/ 
who at once went to work to attain that end, all 
the same time giving tho necessary aocompanl-' 
ments of comfort, convenience and luxuilous ease.! 
“I want a fast boat—a trotter; 1 have got thoi 
fastest horses on the tnrf, and now I want thoi 
fastest yacht,” Is said to have been the expresstonl 
of Mr. Smith, who Is the owner of Goldsmith Maid,/ 
Lucy, Rosalind, Jay Gould aud other noted clippers/ 
of the turf, and a “trotter” the new steam yaclitf 
Is expected to be. The presence of tho Eugllsli/ 
steam yacht Eothen in the harbor of New Yorld 
recently, and which Is one of the largest vessels of! 
her kind belonging to the Royal Yacht squadron,/ 
makes the construction of Mr. Smith’s yachH 
of more than ordinary Interest, perhaps, as It la 
the Intention of her owner, or so understood, that! 
BO soon as she Is completed he will make a trans-' 
atlantlc trip, and in English waters astonish our 
brethren there with her remarkable seagoing i 
qualities and speed. And this visit, as.suralng that: 
it will bo made, will possess a double Inti'rest, as 
the vessel will be called the America, after that 
noted sailing yacht now belonging to tho United! 
States Navy.

The election of Mr. HaTemeyer aa Mayor of 
the city of New York doee not seem to be 
productive of that harmony and good feeling 
which ought to prevail in the hoar of triumph 
among those who profess to have been his 
especial champions, and who claim hissno- 
ceas os the vindication of honest municipal 
government 
Mr. Havemoyer, it will be 
remembered, was the nominee of the regular 
repubUcans and wm claimed by them as their 
party candidate. Bat he wm also endorsed 
by the Committee of Seventy, of which ho 
was the bead, and which, although only a 
side show of the republican circus, had the 
presumption to set up as an independent 
concern, and now ventures to claim an interest 
in the Mayor elect The republican politi- 
cians immediately after the election, through 
their English-edited organ in this city, took 
especial pains to herald the election of Mr. 
Havemeyer as a republican party victory, 
and 
announced 
that 
the 
new Mayor, 
backed as he would be by a “republican” 
Legislature, 
would be able to rid New 
York of the few democrats yet remain­ 
ing in the city government; 
to turn the 
democratic incumbents 
out of the Tax 
Commission, the Board of Charities and 
Correction, the Fire Department, the Dock 
Commission and all other city offices, and to 
fill their places with republicans. 
This was 
not to be the extent of the partisan revolu­ 
tion. 
All Irishmen, as national democrats, 
were to be expelled from office, and New York

The people are about tired of this “reform” 
humbug, and can now aftbrd to look at the 
situation in its tme light. The Committee of 
Seventy was a very useful and praiseworthy 
element in the political hodge-podge so long 
as it was contented to fly at the tail of the 
republican kite to which it in reality belonged; 
but as soon as it endeavored to set np for 
itself, as in the case of its refusal to endorse 
Mr. Opdyke for the Assembly, the members 
became a set of arrogant blockheads in the 
estimation of all good republicans. If it now 
attempts to interfere with the manipulation of 
the city departments it wiU meet the fate it 
encountered last Winter at Albany and make 
an ignominious failure. The alterations to be

the English catastrophe it was proved that 
many of the men habitually carried in their 
pockets matches, p ij^ and tobacco, some had 
keys for opening their safety-lamps, and the 
practice of smoking in the pit was general. 
Under these cixcnmstancps there is no cause 
for wonder at the fixing of the coal ga-s ; on the 
contrary, it is strange that explosions do not 
occur eveiT day. If men will carry fire in 
places whrro it is as dangerous as in a powder 
magazine we must expect there will be cases 
ior the coroner.

The mere saving of the public money 
will be a penny-wise-pound-foolish policy of 
reform if these muoh-neoded reforms are 
neglected. 
If Mr. Havemoyer is a reformer of the pro­ 
gressive and nut of the standHtill school, 
then the best system of honest municipal 
reform wo could have would be secured by 
making him the responsible executive head of 
our city government, as the President is the 
responsible head of our national government. 
We want our city departments subject to 
the Mayor, as the departments at Washington 
are subject to the President. 
Until we have 
this fundamental reform we can do nothing in 
our cily expenditures without the risk of rings 
and jobs of plundering spoilsmen. 
The sub­ 
ject is of the highest importance to the city, 
State and country; and in the interval to the 
1st of January we trust that our Governor 
elect. General Dix, and our Mayor elect, Mr. 
Havemeyer, will, in their recommendations, be 
able to agree upon some scheme of city reform 
in which progress, retrenchment and responsi­ 
bility will be combined. Their suggestions 
would at least be a good set-off against the 
more selfish and personal schemes of the new 
republican Ring, which, having elected them, 
will no doubt seek to control their official 
action. Indeed, the danger is that Mr. Have- 
meyer will be snubbed by the politicians in 
the political reconstruction of the city govern­ 
ment, just as, according to Mr. Ottendorfer, 
he was cheated in the election, although inef­ 
fectually, by the same powers.

to Mayor Havemeyer. If there is any truth in 
these reports Mr. Ottendorfer and the other 
disappointed members of the Committee of 
Seventy will have good cause for fault finding. 
But, as we have said, the people of New York 
will pay little hoed to the squabbles of the 
allies over the distribution of the spoils, and 
will care nothing at all who may be slaughtered 
or who rewarded. All they ask of the new 
republican municipal Ring is that in turning 
out democrats and tabooing Irishmen they 
will fill their places with live, energetic 
and fair republicans who will not suffer 
the progress of tho city to bo delayed, and 
who will be a little more conscientious than 
were Tweed and his associates in the palmy 
days of the old Tammany Ring. If the re­ 
publican political managers will satisfy the 
popular expectation in these respects they may 
slaughter democrats, proscribe Iri.shmen and

The tYar In Cuba—The Machete as a 
liCthal 'Weapon—A Correction. 
In reference to the account of tho battle of 
Viamones, published in tho Herald of Friday, 
we find tho follo'wing among the minor edito­ 
rials of our able contemporary, the <Sun;— 
The statement of Mr. Boyd Henderson, the 
H erald commLssloner In Ciiha, to the effect that he 
had counted forty-three corpses of Cubans killed 
on a battle Held by the machete, has caused much 
amusement among Cuban officers and others here. 
The Spanish soldiers never carry a machete. That 
Is an arm peculiarly Cuban, and without It a coun­ 
tryman is never met on the island, even in time of 
peace. If, therefore, the Spaniards showed Mr. 
Henderson forty-three bodies of people who came 
to thetr death by the machete, they mnat have 
been tho bodies of Spaniards, which were- palmed 
off on Mr. Henderson aa those of their soamies. 
It gratifies OB to be able to point out an in­ 
accuracy in tho above, evidently arising from 
the vrriter not having closely observed the re­ 
port of which he speaks. The portion which 
states “the Spanish troops, he says, killed 
forty-three of the insurgents, principally with 
the madieU, among them a captain,” is from 
the Spanish General Portello’s account of the 
fight, and is distinctly so given. Our special 
commissioner, in his despatch from Yeguas, 
dated November 4, stated that he visited thjr 
battle field of Viamones and counted forty-cije 
insurgent d^d, but docs not mention tho na- 
iure of the ¿eirfí ^íÁúna^^wr contemporary 
will, therefore, admit that it 
to impugn our commissioner’s judgment oe- 
cause of the Spaniard’s statement, whether 
true or false.

Boetoa In Flnm e»-A Beeond

A terrible catastrophe has overtaken tiie 
city of Boston, which threatens to equal in 
disaster that which swept over Chicago last 
year. The solid business portion of the city 
lying south of State street and east of 
Washington street aa 
far 
as 
Summer 
street 
and 
down to 
the 
water 
front 
would 
seem 
at 
the 
latest 
accounts 
to be doomed to destruction by fixe. 
It 
includes all the great dry goods and other 
warehouses of the busy city, and granite 
buildings appear to have suffered equally 
with 
those 
of 
lighter 
construction. 
Most of the streets are narrow; but the 
fire area contains the most substantial struc­ 
tures in all Boston. A northeast wind was 
aiding the flames, and they seemed to be gain-, 
ing headway beyond tho power of arrest­ 
ing, in view of the human means at 
hand. 
The neighboring cities have been 
telegraphed to for special aid in fire en­ 
gines. 
The origin of the 
conflagration 
is not precisely known; that matters but Uttie 
now. A large dry goods store on the comer 
of Kingston and Summer streets was discovered 
yesterday evening to be in flames. At midnight 
the fire had marched forward in its blighting 
path half a mile. 
Glimpses of the terror which the awful 
flro-god in his wrath inspires are caught in 
the despatches we print elsewhere, coming, as 
it were, in gasps from the heart of the burn­ 
ing city. The determined struggle to save 
property, almost at the risk of the life; then the 
frantic flight for life, careless of anght else, is 
repeated, as though stereotyped from Chicago’s 
wild cremation. It is fortunate, indeed, that 
in this last sad extremity of fleeing for life 
the city of Boston is not channelled with a 
river in its midst as was Chicago—a river 
whose bridges only served to carry over the 
flame by being burned themselves, and then 
leaving the maddened crowds of men,

shore amid showers of fixe. 
Such baleful 
contingencies we eame.stly pray may be 
averted from the grand old historio town 
which witnessed the first acts that led to the 
great struggle which left us an independent 
Power in the world. 
Tho sympathy of the entire people of the 
United Stotes will be extended freely to Bos­ 
ton in this hour of its misfortune, and the suc­ 
cor which flowed so magnificently to Chicago 
will bo repeated, if needed, in the interest of 
her present sister in her desolation. 


Oar Engltali Contemporary’s Courtesy. 
We print in another portion of the Herald 
a specimen of the imported amenities which 
an English journal published in this city ex­ 
tends to American newspapers. We had oc­ 
casion yesterday to administer a castigation to 
one of its brethren who has the good sense to 
stay at home, in the person of the Saturday 
Beview, and find to-day that the old Cockney 
leaven has been working in this city in the 
meantime. Charles Dickens, thirty years ago, 
created an opinion in England regarding 
American journalism which that country’s 
press has in some few cases steadily enter­ 
tained ever since. That estimate and. its ex­ 
pression Charles Dickens lived to regret and 
retract, making it one of the conditions of 
the posthumous publications of his works re­ 
lating to America that they should be prefaced 
by this disavowal of olden mistakes anda 
declaration of new and favorable impressions. 
An Englishman called to the important posi­ 
tion of editing a New York daily, the Times, 
once conducted by an American gentleman, 
has, 
however, 
imported 
from England 
the exploded notion, common years ago to 
his conntrymen, that the flsh-fag of Bil­ 
lingsgate was the proper ideal on which 
to found his style. 
This man, permeated 
with the English idea of America, and whom 
we cannot speak of as an American citizen, 
ponrs forth his vulgarity without stint os the 
surest way to find favor with those he is called 
on to serve in the devious paths of partisan 
warfare.

Whatever may be the defects of the vocal 
department of music in this city during the 
present season, our public have every reason 
for self-congntnlation in the instrumental 
line. The metropolis of America can boast at 
present of pianists, violinists and one orches­ 
tra that have no snperiots in the world. A 
glance at the forthcoming concerts will verify 
this statement. To commence with Theodore 
Thomas, the pioneer of musical art in America, 
it is only necessary to state that his first sym­ 
phony Boirée, which took place last evening. 
Is bat the inangural of a number of similar 
entertainments which Europe, vrith all its 
experience, wealth of artistic talent and com­ 
mand of the best works that ever emanated 
from the mind of a composer, cannot equal 
The orchestra of Theodore Thomas is an insti­ 
tution particularly American. It is the result 
of years of experience and indomitable perse­ 
verance against the most terrible obstacles. 
Mr. Thomas and his assistants have now 
gained a position in the musical world that 
a few seasons ago would be thought impossi­ 
ble to attain. They speak to the life the 
thoughts of a composer; they observe the 
most delicate points of intonation and every 
shade of coloring; they can liven the majesty 
of the thunder cloud or the quiet beauty of a 
pastoral scene; the rush of armed hosts or the 
lullaby of the cradle, the agony of a Prometheus 
or the filial tenderness of an Iphigenia. For 
the first time in the history of music in this 
country we find an assemblage of soloists, 
iadividually worthy of special mention on the 
programme and collectively an ensemble of 
rare excellence, responding to every emotional 
impulse of the composer and obedient to 
every glance as well as movement of the 
leader. Of such an orchestra America may 
well be proud. 
But Mr. Thomas has not 
rested idly on the laurels he has gained by 
calling such an orchestra into existence. He 
has also tamed his attention to developing 
the exhaustless mines of orchestral music, 
which, before his time, were sealed to 
the J) public 
ear. 
His 
répertoire 
seems 
to 
be limitless. 
He 
brings 
ns 
back 
to the earliest stages of instrumental music, 
and carries us forward to the nascent creations 
of the Beethoven of the nineteenth centory, 
Richard Wagner. Before the long talked of 
Trilogy, which “the musician of the future” 
claims will be an epoch in music, has been 
produced in its entirety, Mr. Thomas affords 
us glimpses of it in the selection from “Die 
Walktire.” 
In Rubinstein and Wieniawski the American 
public have already recognized two represent­ 
atives of instrumental genius. To the former 
particularly the deity of music has given her 
choicest gifts. Beneath his touch the piano 
becomes a living thing, a very Ariel ready to 
obey the behests of this musical Prospero. 
The instrument which has heretofore been 
looked upon as simply a medium for the 
display of technical excellence or bravura 
display is suddenly transferred into a breath­ 
ing, emotional being—a change as unaccount­ 
able and wonderful as that which answered 
the prayer of Pygmalion before his statue. 
The art of violin playing seems to have 
reached a climax in the exquisite style of M. 
Wieniawski. His success as an instrumental 
performer is scarcely inferior to that of the 
great Russian pianist. The latter surpasses 
him as a composer. The works of Rubin­ 
stein will live even after the memory of his 
extraordinary powera as an executant will be 
forgotten. 
To come to our own tried artists, the pros­ 
pects of the season are equally encouraging. 
Mills, a pianist who has long ago reached an 
enviable position among the artists of America 
and Europe, and Dr. Damrosch, a violinist of 
rare ability, promise us a series of concerts of 
chamber music, in which the best standard 
works will be presented Ole Bull is back 
again with his magic violin, and, aided by the 
favorite pianist, Pattison, he will give a series 
of concerts throughout tho country, for the 
character of which the hard earned reputation 
of both artiste may be considerad os a suffi­ 
cient endorsement 
Mr. Bonanitz, another 
pianist of note presented to ns by Europe, 
contemplates a series of classical concerts of 
the highest order, and at Association Hall 
popular matinees are the order of the day. 
There ore besides well-founded rumors of 
other musical entertainments in the style of 
the world-renowned Pasdeloup concerts at 
the Cirque Napoleon, oratorios, church music 
and amateur essays in the instrumental line. 
The Philharmonic Society have shaken off 
the lethargy of old fogyism that has so long 
clogged their sincere desire to advance the 
interests of music in this city, and their pros­ 
pectus gives cheering hopes of a season of 
enjoyment and instruction, The kindred organ­ 
ization in Brooklyn may well be commended 
for bringing out a true American symphony. 
“The Arcadian,” the work of the first,''of 
American composers, George BristoWv 
It 
would be well for our societies to entourage 
native talent in composition. 
Mr. Bristow’s 
well-known overture, “Oohimbus,” and his 
opera, “Rip Van Winkle,” may be classed 
among the best works that modem composers 
have given ns, and he is but tho represent­ 
ative of a score of others in this city who can 
add*new^iustre to tho American school of 
music. 
Altogether in iustrumental music 
New York will compare favorably with any 
ptber city in the world, and the tidal wave of 
progr?^ jn this direction may lead to results 
which with* 
favorable character of the 
preseu’tseason, may n:^«W ^ | a ^ ^ e d even 
by the most sanguine. There 
a ^PSalln of 
instrumental talent in this city which needs 
only proper management and due encourage­ 
ment to bring it forth with satisfactory con­ 
sequences.

Much 
more difficult wcnld it be to generalize or 
classify the judgments passed on individual per­ 
formers from the prima donuadown to the big 
drum man. 
As if to involve in a stygian gloom 
OÍ doubt those who patronize Italian opera, 
some carefully written letters ore sent to us 
for publication, which, as they have the single 
oommon merit of being representative of what 
we might term the factious in opinion, we pre­ 
sent in another place to our readers.

“ Viator’s” information points

*‘Fzee Lance,” as though about to plunge 
into some fiery fray, from which he never

artists ? ” 
‘ ’Viator’ ’ responds that the compe­ 
tition for talent forbids a perfect ensemble, 
A manager,

on. 
We do not think the case is bo bad on the one 
band as “ Free Lance” insists it is, or so 
hopeless of reform as “ Viator” would lead us 
to believe.

that no second rate article can pass current 
here as first rats. If Lucca has been pretty gen- 
. erally praised, Kellogg and Jamet moderately 
landed and the remainder offered up as vica­ 
rious victims on {he altar of criticism, it bears 
its lesson.

The diacnesion of the relations between Ire­ 
land and England which Mr. Fronde inaugu­ 
rated has not been closed by the skilful plead­ 
ing of the English historian. We have already 
in these columns commented on the peculiar 
morality, of which Mr. Froude proclaimed him­ 
self the exponent and admirer, with the judi­ 
cial impartiality which becomes an independ­ 
ent American journal. 
The objections which 
we raised to the doctrines of brute force 
enunciated by Mr. Froude were based on the 
broad principles of justice and human rights. 
As American freemen, acknowledging no right 
in rulers save what is conferred by the will of 
the people, we refused to accept baseless theo- 
ries of national superiority os a justification of 
oppression. 
Wo affirmed the right of every 
people to choose that form of government best 
suited to their temperament and their wants 
without interference from any other people. 
But 
we 
left 
to the 
Irish people the 
task 
of 
disproving 
the 
charges 
made 
against 
them. 
At 
the 
request 
of 
a 
number of influential Irish citizens Father 
Burke, the distinguished Dominican orator, 
has undertaken to deliver a course of lectures 
at the Academy of Music iu this city iu 
reply to Mr. Froude in order to place the 
other side of the picture clearly before the 
American people. 
Father Burke will bring to 
the subject ripe knowledge and rare eloquence, 
and the case of Ireland will not suffer from 
any lock of ability iu her defender. 
The facts 
08 well as the deductions by which Mr. 
Froude attempted to substantiate his special 
pleading in favor of English rule in Ireland 
will be attacked. 
The reply will be based on 
the best historical evidence, drawn not from 
prejudiced English State papers only, but 
from every source from which light can be let 
in on the subject 
For the convenience of the 
American public Father Burke will adopt Mr. 
Fronde’s division of the historical periods in 
order to refute his arguments and endeavor to 
show the nnsounduess of his general deduc­ 
tions. 
Father Burks is devoting all his time 
to the careful preparation of the lectures, and 
has already made arrangements for the publi­ 
cation of the course simultaneously with the 
delivery of 
the concluding lecture. 
The 
American people will listen calmly to what 
has to be urged in favor of Ireland; for, how­ 
ever some among us may worship power, the 
nation’s sympathies will always be found on 
the side of the weak and oppressed. 


T h e Fbench L egishaiivb Assembly Ses­ 
sion.—The members of the National Assembly 
of France will reassemble in session, after the 
recess adjournment, at Versailles to-morrow.

That Stelnway Hall should be crowded last 
evening on oooaaion of the return of the mag­ 
nificent orchestra of Theodore Thomas was a 
trlbnte to musical merit to be expected from such 
an totolllgent and liberal public as that of New 
York. Mr. Thomas tasa, after years of toll and per­ 
severance, auooeeded fully in organizing a body of 
musloians capable of Intorprcting any work of art 
that may be placed before them, no 
matter 
what Its Intricacies might bo. 
They gave an 
evidence of this last evening. 
The overture to 
“iplUgenta to Aulls,” by Gluok; 
Beethoven’s 
seventh aymphony; “Wotan’a Abschied,” by Wag­ 
ner, and Llazt's “Mephisto Waltz” certainly pre­ 
sent variety enough for a single programme. The 
opening overture was a welcome reminiscence of 
an old school which, to its Mmo, was conaidcred In 
the light of an Innovation, and by the contempo­ 
raries of the composer pretty much 
to 
tho 
light of moslcal 
comma nUm. 
Ho was, per­ 
haps, the first that attempted to Introduce 
dramatic effrct In music. The symphonic drama that 
held the boards before his time yielded to his vigor­ 
ous etforts to delineate scones, characters and pas­ 
sion by means of musical sounds. Few orchestras 
can bo found at the presont day capable of iuler- 
protlng his works latelllgibly. Tho clear, broad 
phrases, simple as they may seem at sight, contain 
a mine of seuttment and expression that mere ex- 
ecuUre ablUty is not aafficlent to develop. With 
the band of Mr. Thomas each phrase of this 
noble 
old 
music 
receives 
sueh 
an 
lu- 
toniretatlon os did the scenes of the classi­ 
cal tragedies from Rachel or Rlstorl. At times 
there was some impetuosity In lm po, and expres­ 
sion inconsistent with the calm majesty of the 
introduction to tho dark history of Orestes; but it 
was the same fUuit that may bo found in Rubin­ 
stein’s Interpretation of a Beethoven concerto. 
Power, when oue has the consciousness of possess­ 
ing It to an eminent degree, is not always kept 
under complete control, aud calmness of style is 
not easily attainable in certain works by many a 
great artist, or body ol great artists, as iu the pre­ 
se ut instauce. 
The performance of the symphony was simply 
perfect. 
The balance of tone in this wonderful 
orchestra Is so nicely poised that the hearer forgets 
the variety of tone In tho general effect, as in the 
contemplation of an exquisite piece of art as a pic­ 
ture or statue. There is no preponderance of the 
brass instruments over the strings, and the reeds 
blend with their companion tones in producing a 
perfect enemnble. Wagner’s work was given for the 
first time. It is an excerpt from the “ Trilogy,” that 
extraordluary work, which the composer áeclares 
will effect a complete revolution In musical drama. 
It is to bo pruduced next Summer at Kayreuth, In 
Bavaria, aud the performance will occupy three 
evenings. The selectlou to question Is the parting 
between the god Wotan and his Unughtor llruiiliilde. 
As a specimen of really good counterpuint and 
deep thought, limning with master touches the 
various 
passions 
agitating 
the

dramatis personal, 
“ A'oton’s 
Abschied'’ 
may always be listeued to with dehght. 
The 
modulations aud harmonies produce the same 
effect that melody themes do In grand opera. Of 
course, as au

would be called upou to Judge ot the Basilica of St. 
Peter’s from oue of tho cautiful mosaic specimens 
of its flooring. 
Tho Mephisto Waltz is one of the wildest of 
Liszt’s mad creations. 
One thing may bo said 
about It, and that Is equivocal commendation for 
u work.

Alleged Contempt. 
Before Judge Nellson. 
In a suit brought by John Mulligan against Jacob 
EUas the latter was enjoined from operating his 
chemical factory In Greenpolnt on the ground that 
It wa.s a nuisance. Yesterday an application was 
made to have Ellas punished for contempt, he hav­ 
ing continued work notw ithstanding the Injunc­ 
tion. Affidavits were presented showtng this tact; 
but, on the other hand, Elias subm itted affidavits 
setting forth that the factory was operated on an 
entirely new system and no noxious vapors em a­ 
nated from It. 
The Court took the papers and reserved decision. 
A Ilabitaw l Drunkard Not a Disorderly 
Person. 
Justice Elliott com m itted William Bach to the 
Penitentiary for six months, for being a disorderly 
person, a habitual drunkard. Counsellor Thomp­ 
son yesterday asked for the prisoner’s discharge 
on tbe grounds th at the com niitm ent was defec­ 
tive, th at a habitual druukard was not a dis­ 
orderly person, and that the Justice h.ad no power 
to commit for six m onths for disorderly conduct 
or habitual drunkenness.

The aged couple, 
Mr. and Mrs. Claflin, were in the corner of the 
court room, a t the left of the Judge, and other per­ 
sons m ore or less Implicated or Interested in the 
present case filled up the arena so th a t there was 
little space unoccupied. The associated connsel for 
the defence, consisting of Messrs. Howe A Hummel, 
Mr. McKlnslcy and Mr. Jordan, sat Immediately In 
front of the group and were busy In consultation. 
The leading counsel for the defence was attired 
somewhat differently than on Friday, having doffed 
the green plush vest, 
which before had made 
him the cynosure of so m any critical eyes, and 
wore In Its stead one of richly colored hues, which 
was figured In Scotch plaid, and from which was 
suspended a glittering watch guara of astonishing 
mas8lvenes.s. His diamond breastpin waa also im-

Sullivan, testified th a t he was a paper-w etter in 
the establishm ent of Mr. Smith, the printer, and 
had worked daring the last week of October on tbe 
paper called Woodhull * Clallln’s H'seWp. He was 
shown a copy ol It containing the alleged libel, and 
said th at the date was the sam e as th at of the issue 
upon which he worked, and the title was the same.

He resided in Brooklyn and did busi­ 
ness in this city; he w ent to the office of Woodhull, 
Ohaflln A Company last week (Friday) and made 
the purchase there, fi om the lady sitting n ex t to 
Mr. Howe In court (Miss Claflin), of a copy of 
Woodhull A Clafllu's Werklv, which he handed to 
the Assistant D istrict A ttorney; there were present 
In the office at 48 Broad street at th at time a per­ 
son who waa pointed out to him as Colonel Blood, 
a young lady and Miss Tennle C. Claflin; he saw 
there other copies of the p ap er; he thought about 
300; some were also In the hands of persons going 
out who had purchased them. 
The counsel for the defence cross-examined the 
witness, and he said he had not gone before the 
Grand Jury to make complaint against th e ladles 
In court; he had no p art or lot In th at prosecu­ 
tion except to sit in the United States Court during 
the exam ination; he had not seen Mr. Henry 
Ward Beecher nor had he consulted w ith him or 
his friends; he had not seen Mr. Ohallis or Mr. 
Chains’ counsel: he had not prosecuted many cases 
of this sort, but had only been in Court as a w ituess 
In regard to the selling of obscene lite ra tu re ; un­ 
der the statu te he was entitled to halt the flue.

Celebration of the One Hnndredth 
Annirersarj. 


Opening Addrem by Hrederio D« Peyiter-Dr. 
Thomas Ward On the Centenary of the 
Library-Past and Prsaent- 
The Conntry’s Future. 


The New York Society Library celebrated its one 
hnndredth anniversary last evening a t the hall of 
the HUtorioal Society, Second avenue and Eleventh 
s tre e t The attendance was large, the ball being 
nearly filled. 
Frederic De Peyeter, LL. D., pre­ 
sided. 
After an opening prayer by the Rev. Dr. Cotton 
Smith. Mr. De Peyster addressed the meeting, pref­ 
acing his rem arks with a trtbnte to the great lit­ 
erary coUectlons of the past as the preservers and 
incentives or learnmg, Mr. De Peyster passed to 
the early condltton of the province of New York 
and the care taken in IM social and political organl. 
zatlon lor the religious and Intellectual cuitare of 
the inhabitants. The m inister and the schoolmas­ 
ter came together from Bolland and entered npon 
their work a t the outset of the colony. 
Onder the 
EnglUh rule, 
AFTER T H l RHVOLCTIO» OF 1688, 
King 'Vt’ilUam took a particular interest In the im­ 
provem ent of New York, which 
he naturally 
regarded w ith especial soUcitude, as the settle­ 
m ent bad sprung from his naUve country. The 
College of WlUlam and Mary in Virginia is named 
in hlB honor, and in his friend the Earl of Bella- 
m ont, the Governor of New York, he had an 
enlightened and diligent prom oter of his liberal 
views. 
A well devised 
system 
of education 
required as its support a public library, and such 
an Institution was established in this city in 1700. 
This was the immediate 
predecessor 
of the 
chartered New York Society Library of to-day. 
The latter institution has in 
its 
collections 
a 
num ber 
of 
volnmcs 
presented 
to it in 
the early years of 
the 
eighteenth 
century, 
from 1702 onward, the gift of the Rev. John 
Sharp, an English chaplain at the fort in the city, 
who in 1706 preached in Trinity church the funeral 
sermon of Lady Cornbnry, the wife of the governor 
at that time. Dr. Sharp was also some time a mis­ 
sionary of the venerable Society for Propagating 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts, and in this capacity in 
1710 addressed a letter from New York to its secre­ 
tary In London, communicating the Information 
that 
‘•p r o v in c ia l and pa r o c h ia l l ib r a r ie s’* 
w ere already in existence In “the mctropoUs of the 
several provlces of Maryland, Pennsyl'

while they are under age.” Tills appears to have 
ended the m a tte r; at least there Is no evidence 
of the legislators having consulted the women.

We are told that the medal 
aw arded on Monday last “is not a certificate 
of good m anners,” and, looking to the m anner of 
its presentation, this announcem ent is not sur­ 
prising. 
To tell a guest whom you profess to 
honor that had you entertained him earlier no one 
could have been Induced to m eet him, is certainly 
not the best exam ple of good m anners. Both the 
society and their defender in the press stand them­ 
selves sadly in need of the quality they affect to 
impart, and if Mr. Stanley tleslres to study English 
m anners we would urgently implore him to forget 
the clumsy politeness of Monday last and to avoid 
the SaturOay Review.

most thieves possess. So far as the “art” is con­ 
cerned nothing more than this can be said. 
But the matter as an evil in the city is of some 
moment and can be dealt with more ezpllcitly. It 
twill scarcely be denied that the railroad companies 
owe some rights to the public, and it cannot be for­ 
gotten that the police are the servants of the pub­ 
lic, paid to arrest crime wherever they see it and 
Neither to conceal their knowledge of criminal acts 
gior to gloss over the evil doings of any one. It is 
their business to arrest pooket-plckers, and this, of 
course, tne 
public expect. 
But 
if this

Their duty there is also another duty on the part 
of the pubUc toward them. We hear every day the 
cry “Where were the police f” In this matter of 
pocket-picking on the cars, at all events, they de- 
■Ire to bo on the right track, bnt, unfortunately, 
they cannot be. In a word, it must be admitted 
That the railroad companies are really responsible 
for all the robberies committed on the cars. The pub­ 
Uc deal leniently enough with the companies. They 
recognize every advantage the cars afford, and 
they grumble but Uttle at the errors of the rail­ 
road people. Not even in this matter of the rob- 
toerios do they speak half so loudly or so often as 
jthey ought to. Now, the question arises, will the 
Jrailroad companies continue to refuse to allow the 
detectives to ride on the cars r Thin question means, 
• f conrse, will they give the detectives “passes” 
«for the cars. Some time ago the Police Department 
Started a system ot car detectives, putting on 
gpeclal men to do the work. It was a failure. The 
mewly-iledged detectives proved to be thieves on 
jthe public, and were a nuisance.

A S C T IC E Z P LO R A IIO N S . 


[FTom the I/ondon Athentenm.] 
Busticw erpectat (turn fUgiuat «ninfo. 
While we 
in England are dlacoaslng the probability or im­ 
probability of the government of the wealthiest 
country in the world despatching an Arctic expe­ 
dition in the coarse of next Spring, tidings of dis­ 
coveries in the Par North by other nations pour in 
upon us ftom all sides. As usual we are indebted 
for an account of most of them to advanced sheets 
of Dr. Peterman's “Qeographlsche Mittheilungen.’’ 
For others we avail ourselves of the communica­ 
tions of private correspondents. 
Regarding the 
American expedition to Smith’s Sound, under Mr. 
Hall, no information has reached us, except that 
It has got as lar as Tesslusak, the most nortliern 
Danish settlement in (ireeuland (lat. 73 deg. -24 
mln.), where it is hoped that from Hl.\ty to seventy 
sledge dogs may be procured. It is to be feared, 
however, that tins number will not be forthcom 
lug. As we suspected, the report tliat the expedi­ 
tion was at Disco Island In March, after making 
astonndlng discoveries, turns oat to be a silly 
canard. Beyond what we have mentioned, no 
Information whatever concerning it has reached 
the Danish settlements, and Irom the personnel of 
the expedition no great hopes of its success are 
entertained by the Danish residents in Ureen- 
land. The Summer in that country has been fine, 
and the preceding Winter waa mild and open 
almost beyond precedent. 
There is no other 
news regarding exploration or discovery ffom this 
frozen dependency of Denmark. The last tidings 
of the Swedish expedition, which sailed from 
Tromstt on the 2lst of July last under Nordenak- 
JtUd and I’alauder, are that it was off the nurth- 
west point of Spitzbergen, the state of the ice 
having hitherto prevented It from penetrating to 
the Seven Islands. The expedition propo.ses win­ 
tering on the Parry Islands or in Mussel Bay, and 
to attempt sledging with reindeer in the direction 
of the Pole in the Spring of 1873. For this pur­ 
pose reindeer Lap drivers and reindeer moss have 
been taken with the expedition. Another Swedish 
ex-pedltion, under Mr. Patrick Graham, an Anglo- 
Swede, is also in Spitzbergen, its object being, 
however, entirely commercial—viz., to mine and 
ship phosphate for artificial manares from lisf- 
Jord, In the southwest of Spitzbergen. 
Cap­ 
tain Toblesen, a Norwegian, already well known 
for his exploration in the Kura Seas, and for his 
Winter observations at Bear Island {l8(J.'i-66), also 
sailed in the Spring from Tromsd for the purpose 
of circumnavigating Spitzbergen. The French ex­ 
pedition, under Ambert and .Mack, has been indefi­ 
nitely postponed, while the Norwegian expedition, 
under Jensen and Hansen, has also failed; the 
first owing to damage sustained by the screw of 
the vessel, the other occause no opening was 
found In the packed ice. 
Mr. Octave Pavy also 
seems in earnest about his expedition on a 
“monitor ralt” from San Fianclscoto Wrangell’s 
Land, and had already, according to a long report 
In the San Francisco Bulletin of the 14t.h of June, 
selected his party, made all his preparations and 
was on the eve of starting. Nothing Is Impossible; 
80, of course, it is just within the boundary of 
probability that Mr. Octave Pavy’s "monitor raft” 
may reach WrangeU’s Land instead of the bottom 
of Behring Straits, unless, which is more likely. 
It returns quietly to San Francisco Bay, or some 
other equally secure haven, on the other hand, 
cheering tidings come from the Norsemen, who, 
while hnnting walrus lu the sea to the east of 
Spitzbergen and around Noval Semlai, have an 
eye to scientific discoveries, 
captain Altmann 
has explored the cast coast of .Spitzbergen and 
found the sea as far northward us King Carl’s 
Land perfectly fireo from Ice. The SWedes were

was it that had ft not been Jor the sluggishness 
of hiR crew Captain Altmann could have reached 
the land to the eastward in an open boat. King 
Carl’s Land and the famous Gl’Ies Land turn out to 
be entirely different parw of the Arctic world. The 
former consists of three large and five small islands, 
lying between latitude 79 deg. 3 mln. west and lon­ 
gitude 32 deg. 17 mln. east from Greenwich.- In 
very clear weather no land could be seen north of 
them. Still more extraordinary and interesting Is 
the Information brought year by year from the 
Sibenau sea by other gallant Norse skippers, until 
now Dr. Potermann is enabled to put lorth their 
discoveries in two beautlfnlly elaborated maps of 
their courses and explorations during the last 
three yeare. Onr space will only admit of tlicir re­ 
sults being stated in a few words and in the most 
general way. 
Toblesen, Mack, Johannesen, Isaken, Dorma. 
Carisenand other Norse walrus-hunting captains 
have year alter year sailed to the eastward of 
Noval Semlal, into the Siberian Icc sea, and found 
the sea free from ice even on the isth of October, 
with unmistakable traces of the Gulf Stream in 
the Shape of a higher temperature of the sea, and 
West India fruits tossed ashore on the Islands. 
Thousands of white whales played In the open 
sea to the eastward, and, so far as any appearance 
of Ice went, there seemed little to prevent a vessel 
saUing (hrongli to Behring Straits In one Sum­ 
mer. Whatever may be said of the open sea to the 
northward (and this will be tested by the Swedish 
expediUon in the course of next spring), no reason­ 
able doubt can now exist that what Dr. Peter- 
mann sagacionsly maintained, after an exhaust­ 
ive study ef the logs or the Noiso walrus hunters 
and others, is absolntely proved, notwithstanding 
the violent opposition he had to encounter from 
less well-informed opponents—viz., that nearly 
every year the sea to the cost of Spitzbergen ami 
Noval Semlal is free from Ice. Perhaps no more sig­ 
nificant fact has been added to our knowledge 
of Arctic geography of late years, and 
all 
honor is due to the men whose courage and 


:>ovai sem iai, an u m any new n am es au u cu to 
ir charts. Among those of our countrymen hon­ 
ored by having their names attaclied to these 
newly discovered lands are Dr. Beke, Mr. Findlay, 
Mr. Baines and Dr. Robert Brown. The Austro- 
Hungarian expedition, under Payer and Wey- 
precht, according to the latest intelligence, is pro­ 
ceeding fairly on its wa>, and all those engaged in 
It are In the highest spirits. As yet it has made no 
discoveries of any note, bnt will donbtless do so so 
soon as it reaches less known lands. Their last’ 
letters are dated in July from Norway, but further 
Intelligence may be shortly expected.

John Stroutman. a German, 
forty years of age, and by trade a locksmltli, who 
boarded with a family on the fourth floor of 
premises 142 Essex street, was taken sick and 
could not again leave his bed. He complained of 
pain In bis bead, and four days later, becom­

unconscious, waa 
removed to

Hospital 
on a permit from Mr. George Kel- 
lock. Superintendent of Outdoor Poor, It then 
being supposed Strontman waa snfferlBg from 
nraem. 
Stroutman never rallied, and died on 
Thursday last. A post-mortem examination subse­ 
quently made on the body revealed the foct that 
deceased had snatalned a fracture of the fTontal 
bone, which evidently bad been done with a ham­ 
mer, hatchet or some similar weapon. 
A further Investigation of the clrcnmstances 
attending the death of .‘itroutman showed that him­ 
self and wife had lived very unhappily together, 
and some months ago, becoming Inlhtuated with a 
younger and better-looking man, she left home 
with her children and went te live with her new 
love. This, of ceurse, aggravated the abandoned 
husband, who sought to reclaim his wife, and after 
the lapse of considerable time she returned to him, 
bnt not to remain permanently. Another separa­ 
tion followed, and Stroutman. believing she had 
been basely decoyed from home by a man who was 
Intent on disturbing hia domestic peace and break­ 
ing up his family, dctermlaed to have redress, 
stroutman sought an Interview with the man who 
had made him miserable, ond an altercation was 
the result, blows fo’ing exchanged.

Interfered, arresta were made and the matter w.is 
settled at Court. About that time, or at a later 
period, It Is alleged that the lover of Mrs. strout- 
man, whose name and residence did not appear, 
struck deceased on the head with a hnmmcr or 
hatchet, thus causing the fracture aoove described.

John Scannell was railed upon at the Tombs 
yesterday by a large unmbcr of bis inoiids, but no 
one, with the exception of his wife, was permitted 
to see him, or rather, to speak more correcaiy, ho 
himself expressed a desire to be severely left 
alone, with which desire Mr. Finley, the warden, 
of course complied. The prisoner has tieen assignod 
to ceU 30, oa the second tier, the same tier on 
which Stokoe la located. 
He seems to take mat­ 
ters very easily, chats freely with the keepers, and 
to all appearance has no particular anxiety about 
his fate. It ahould not be understood by this, how­ 
ever, that he acts the bravo; bat he either 


to his sitnatlon, or is actually reckless as to what 
the cnnsequenoos of hU terrible crime may be. 
Hts wife ia, and with good reason, fearfully exer­ 
cised about him; and although yeaterday, when 
she caued to see lilm, ahe wore an appearance of 
ontward oalm and nnoonccrn, the look of com­ 
posure waa evidently assumed fw the occasion— 
worn. In fact, as a mask to conceal the real agony 
ahe Is anfferlng from. It is said that ahe is very much 
devoted to her husband, and that had he lent a 
wlUlng ear to her admonitions after his first 
attempt to kill Donohoe his life would not be now 
in jeopardy. Her presence in the prison apiiears 
to give him a great deal of comfort, and the kecp- 
era say that he is always in tho best of spirits while 
she remains with him.
